Subject: —Liberalisation of imports of electric motor starters upto 50 H.P. falling 
under S. No. 42(c) /II of the Import Trade Control Schedule by 
liberalisation of the face value restriction on licences for the period 
July-December 1955 and January-June 1956. 

No. 23-I,T.C.(F,N.)/56.—Attention of the Importers is invited to the remark 
against S.No. 42(c) of Part II-Electric Motor Starters; in accordance with that 
remark not more than 33.1/3 per cent, of the face value of licences or Rs. 500 
' whichever is higher can be utilised for the import of motor starters up to 50 H.P. 

2. It has been reported that the price of such motor starters has risen due to 
lack of adequate supplies. It has, therefore, been decided that, in respect of 
licences issued for electric motor starters for the period July-December 1939 
and January-June 1950, the face value restriction he amended from 33.1/3 per 
cent, to 30 per cent. Conseqqently the remark be substituted by the following;— 

"Not more than 50 per cent, of the face value of the licences or Rs. 500 
whichever is higher can be utilised for the import of motor starters 
upto 50 H.P.” 

Licences already Issued or to be issued hereafter for electric motor starters 
for the two periods July-December 1955 and January-June 1956, may be deemed 
to have been amended accordingly.
